Madison County Deputy 
Coroner Edward Werner 
conducted the inquest at the 
Bob Thomas Memorial Mor- 
tuary in Granite City, and read 
the coroner's jury copies of the 
official Madison County 
Sheriff's Department reports of 
the incident and subsequent 
investigation. 

In the reports, the girl 
allegedly told deputies she was 
home alone when Mr. Willman 
came to the door and asked to 
see her mother in mid-August 

She said she told him her 
mother was not at home, but he 
entered the home anyway. She 
told authorities she was afraid 
of Mr. William and he pushed 
her, so she fled outside, ac- 
cording to deputies reports. She 
also told deputies Mr. Willman 
had beaten her and her mother 
previously, the reports stated.

Windbreaks help 
protect magnolias 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Ornamental Horticulturist 
Canvas or burlap windbreaks 
will save many evergreen 
magnolias from severe winter 
burn and gradual death. 

Winter winds gradually dry 
the foliage of evergeen 
magnolias until wnter burn and 
total leaf drop often occur. Even 
mulching and winter-time 
watering sometimes fail when 
these magnolias are grown in 
cold windy locations, 

Evenly spaced stakes or’steel 
posts to create a triangle or 
square will create a frame for a 
canvas ‘or burlap windbreak. 
Small trees benefit most from 
the protection. Be certain the 
stakes and your windbreak are 
as tall as the tree.

Area bridges 


to be studied 


A task force has been named 
to try to find a way to make 
better use of four St. Louis area 
bridges across the Mississippi 
and relieve traffic congestion on 
a fifth, the Poplar Street 
Bridge 

The group was organized by 
the St. Louis Regional Com- 
merce and Growth Association, 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council and BiState 
Development Agency, it was 
announced by Armand C. 
Stalnaker, RCGA vice president 
for urban affairs. 

The bridges involved are the 
Martin Luther King, owned by 
East St. Louis; the Eads, owned 
by the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad Association; the 
MacArthur owned by the city of 
St. Louis, and the McKinley, 
owned by the city of Venice 

All but the MacArthur are toll 
bridges which have suffered 
drastic income reductions since 
the opening of two free bridges 
— the Poplar Street Bridge in 
1967 and the Chain of Rocks 
Bridge in 1969 as part of the 
interstate highway system. 

All four of the older bridges 
are believed to need main- 
tenance work and repair 

Meanwhile, the Poplar Street 
Bridge has become congested, 
carrying traffic load that was 
not expected until the 1990s

At its organizational meeting, 
the task force decided to try to 
find a source of funds — 
possibly federal or state — to 
assess the physical condition of 
the bridges and obtain complete 
information on their financial 
situations. 

“Once the task force has solid 
information as’ to what the 
situation is, physically and 
financially, it would be in a 
position to go toa governmental 
agency with a propesal for a 
remedy,” Stalnaker said. 


It has been pr in the 
past that the federal govern- 
ment appropriate money to 
repair the bridges and pay off 
their indebtedness, so that they 
could be taken over by te state 
highway systems. 

“It is ironic that we have five 

bridges in and around the 
downtown St. Louis area, and 
suffer from acute congestion 
during rush hours on just one of 
them, while the others carry 
less than their capacity,” 
Stalnaker said. 
‘There is no controversey as 
to what would be best far the 
region.

The governor appoints 60 per 
cent of the council membership 
from persons nominated by 
each of the Health Systems 
Agencies in the state. 

The governor may appoint 
additional persons as ap- 
propriate but these appointees 
cannot make up more than 40 
per cent of the total mem- 
bership. 

Not less than 40 per cent of the 
SHCC membership shall be 
consumers who are not also 
providers of health care.

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Killing of civic center sad chapter in state history; 
county action may offer best hope of salvaging project 


Killing of the local civic center 
authorization last week in the Illinois 
legislature underscores the damaging 
nature of Governor Daniel Walker's 
mischief-making, excessively-free-wheeling 
amendatory veto pen. 

Overturned once by court-determined 
technicalities, the project planned for part 
of the Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville campus was passed a second time 
by the General Assembly and forwarded to 
the governor. He in effect rewrote it by 
adding St. Clair County to Madison County 
as the potential civic center site, renewing 
the kind of destructive geographic rivalry 
that had been a problem earlier. 

Efforts by Sen. Vince Demuzio to 
override the amendatory veto fell short, and 
an attempt by Sen. Kenneth Hall to sustain 
the gubernatorial rewording also lacked 
sufficient support, thus terminating the 


proposal after years of planning and work. 

The situation again shows the need for 
llinoisans to limit executive amendments to 
clarifying rather than legislating. 

It also shows the havoc brought about by 
‘St. Clair County area state legislators whose 
attitude undermined a plan that truly could 
have helped both counties at such a cen- 
trally-located site as STUE. Partial réntak of 
the center facilities by the university was 
and is @ necessary ingredient for such a 
building to be financially self-sufficient. 

One wonders whether the best approach 
now might be to disregard the “‘mine field” 
of Springfield legislation and instead pursug 
the civic center as a Madison County Board 
venture. It probably could qualify for 3-to-1 
state financing, with much of the local one- 
fourth share being offtet by the value of the 
campus acreage that SIUE is willing to 
provide. 


Assembly faces tough task of revising Elections Board 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau—The 
courts have given the Illinois General 
Assembly a tough assignment to accomplish 
in the first two months of its 1977 session. 
The legislature must revamp the Board of 
Elections. 

There is little choice now but to give the 
governor the full power to make ap- 
pointments to the board, with power to 
approve or reject those appointments going 
to the state Senate. 

Courts have repeatedly thrown out laws 
giving legislators or others the authority to 
prepare a list of potential appointees from 
which the governor must make his choice, as 
they did in this case. So it would be useless 
for the General Assembly to try such an 
approach again 

However, the biggest hurdle for the 
legislature in writing a new law is the 
requirement that no political party have a 
majority on the board. = 

In the law now declared unconstitutional, 
the legislators accomplished that by 
providing for two members of each major 
party to be on the board and for tie votes to 
be broken by lottery. The courts said the 
lottery system, when invoked, gave one party 
@ majority, violating the constitutional 
provision. 

It now appears the only choice of the 
legislature is to do approximately what Gov. 
Daniel Walker advocated initially — that a 
five-member board be established and that 
the fifth member be an independent not 
affiliated with either major party. 

‘There's always a problem in defining who 
is a true independent. 

It virtually has to be someone who hasn't 
voted in either party's primary for several 
years or who has switched ‘back and forth 
between parties for several elections. 

In the situation that will exist for the next 


couple of years with a Republican governor 
and a Democratic-controlled Senate, the 
fifth member of the board would have to be 
acceptable to both parties. 

However, there is the potential of having a 
five-member board stacked with a majority 
favorable to the dominant party, if both the 
governorship and the Senate are controlled 
by the same party. 

The 1976 Constitutional Convention was 
perhaps a bit idyllic when it mandated that 
neither party should have a majority on the 
Elections Board. Nevertheless, there are 
decisions — such as who gets on the ballot 
and who doesn’t — that the board makes 
which can be extremely important in the 
political scheme of things. So, giving one 
party or the other control could give that 
party advantages in an election. 

The legislature has little choice but to 
face up to the issue in time to get the board 
reconstituted by the Illinois Supreme 
Court's deadline of March 15. 

Because the agency has full-time em- 
ployes and ongoing responsibilities, it would 
make no sense to let it go out of business 
temporarily while the legislators tried to 
make up their minds what to do. 

The board up to now has been something 
of a mess, loaded with patronage employes 
of both parties and often a partisan bat- 
tleground. However, it’s unlikely that 
anything can really be done about those 
things in rewriting the law establishing the 
Board. Those are budget and administrative 
responsibilities. 

The responsibility of the legislature prior 
to March 15 is to establish a board that will 
oversee the elections process in Ilinois as 
fairly and as efficiently as possible. 
Representatives of both parties should 
sacrifice their natural instincts for partisan 
advantage to that goal. 


Bridges no longer bonanza; more equal usage is needed 


The launching of a study of metropolitan 
area bridge utilization, a project urged by 
East-West Gateway Coordinating Council 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer, recalls the era 
when a municipal bridge was considgred a 
bonanza. 

The Chain of Rocks Bridge, acquired by 
the City of Madison for $2,300,000 in 1939. 
uader the administration of the late Robert 
Dron, proved to be of great benefit to the 
municipality. Operated for many years 
under the guidance of the late Mayor 
Stephen Maeras, the toll bridge provided 
employment for many Madisonians, 
enabled the city tax to be eliminated entirely 
for one year, and financed numerous street 
Projects and other city improvements. 

Purchased at a bargain price, the two 
lane, angled-in-the-middle Mississippi 
River span was still such a money-maker 
that Madison officials tried hard to block

Venice regarded the McKinley Bridge as 
a similar bonanza and outmaneuvered the 
Bi-State Development Agency in efforts to 
buy it. It has been a source of jobs for local 
residents, but the $22 million price tag— 
and later competition from the I-270 bridge 
and the federal government's I-55-70 Poplar 
Street—have led to financial problems. 
Tolls continue but McKinley traffic volume 
is less than sufficient to permit full 
payments for bond principal and interest. 

With the Poplar bridge always busy and 
often congested, thought is being given to 
ways of encouraging more motorists to 
choose the McKinley, Eads and Dr. Martin 
Lutheran King (Veterans) toll bridges and 
the MacArthur Bridge, which is free like the 
Interstate bridges. 

The task of evening out rush-hour traffic 
will not be easy because of the Venice and 
East St. Louis bridge debts, tolls and the 
substantial cost of keeping the various 
bridges in good condition.

Pollution cut 75 per cent . 


The last county in Illinois with 
an annual sulfur dioxide 
reading above the national 
allowable standard may have 
its problem solved, according to 
Patrick Lynch, manager of the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency’s Division of 
Air Pollution Control. 

Four major sources of sulfur 
dioxide pollution in Madison 
County have recently instituted 
control programs to reduce 
their emissions by 75 per cent, 
according to Lynch. 


The four sources, Illinois 
Power Co., Wood Riyer; Alton 
Box Co., Alton; Clark Oil Co. 


and Amoco Oil Co., Wood River, 
were the last major industrial 
firms in the area to reduce their

allowable standards. 

Until last month, the com- 
bined total sulfur dioxide 
emissions from the four 
facilities was calculated at 
102,954 tons per year. Air 
pollution officials now estimate 
that the recently installed 
emission controls will lower the 
annual emissions to 25,581 tons 
per year, 

The largest reduction came 
when Illinois Power switched 
from burning high sulfur coal to 
a low sulfur one. While using 
high sulfur coal, Illinois Power 
was emitting 65,870 tons of 
sulfur dioxide a year. The low 
sulfur coal is expected to 
release only 11,816 tons a year. 

Clark Oil and Amoco Oil 
realized their emission 


reduction by having the sulfur 
stripped from the gas they use 
to fire their boilers and process 
heaters. The gas is a by-product 
of the refining process and 
contains a relative high amount 
of sulfur. The high sulfur gas is 
now piped to the Shell Oil 
Refinery, Roxana, where the 
sulfur is removed. 

Before the sulfur removal 
process was used, the two oil 
refiners were emitting 25,513 
tons of sulfur diéxide a year. Air 
pollution officials now estimate 
those emissions have been cut 
to 10,039 tons a year. 

The Alton Box Co. achieved 
its emission reduction by 
switching to low sulfur coal and 
oil. Its sulfur emissions are 
calculated to drop to 3,726 tons a 
year from 11,571 tons a year

Sen. Charles H. Percy of 
Illinois believes a call by a 
Republican colleague, Sen. 
Jesse Helrhs of North Caroling, 
for a conservative takeover of 
the party is ‘‘suicidal.”" 

Percy, a moderate, has long 
espoused a ‘‘centrist” ideology. 
He sought unsuccessfully at the 
1972 republican national con- 
vention to broaden the base of 
the party. 

Helms in.a speech early this 
week in Dallas called on -con- 
servatives to take over the 
“machinery of the party from 
the chairman” on down. He 
would restructure it nationally 
as a conservative party to 
operate year-round as a 
“shadow government.” 

Asked to respond to Helms’ 
challenge, Percy said in an 
interview it was as “suicidal” 
as a Japanese ‘Kamikaze’ 
attack in World War II. 

“I say with all respect to my 
colleague, this is a disastrous 
course he is outlining,” Percy 
said. “I hope in response hear 
no moderate say let's take over 
control and exclude the con- 
servatives.”" 

Percy said the lesson of the 
last election, ‘tas close as we 
came,” was the “failure to 
appeal to one segment.”’ Yes, he 
conceded, he was alluding to the 
black vote widely credited with 
giving President-Elect Jimmy 
Carter his winning margin.
